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Senator Partee.
SENATOR PARTEE:
Well, Mr. President and members of the Senate. This is a
problem, which has troubled all of us for quite a long time. We
passed the Ethics Act requiring candidates to file certain econo-
mic interest statements as a part of their filing for candidacy.
This was passed about three years ago and we've had nothing but
chaos since that time. I would say to you that after the first
requirement, there were persons apparently who did not know when
they were to file and under what conditions and circumstances who
did not file. And, as a consequence, we had Senate Bill 88 by
Senator Harber Hall, which would have permitted govermental...can-
didates for local governmental units and school districts to file
within ten days of the effective date of the Act. That bill un-
fortunately was Tabled. There was a bill filed, Senate Bill 455,
by Senator Nimrod; which revised the date to no later than one
day after éhe day on which a person could take the action necessary
to attempt to qualify for nomination. That bill did not get passed.
There was a bill by Senator Harris, which peripherally affects
this same situation, which required persons, that was Senate Bill
1006, which regquired persons, at the time they consented to be con-
sidered for nomination to office, which sought Senate confirmation,
to send to the Senate at the time the nominee was presented a...

Senate Bill 1186 by Senator Palmer, provided for a thirty day exten-

sion of the filing period for persons who, within ten days before
or after the filing date had not filed; and, there's a thirty day
grace period involved in that bill. There was another bill, filed
by Representative Tdtten, House Bill 908...or 907 was the first,
which clarified the time for the Ff.ling of statements of economic
interest by candidates by requiring that the filing be before or

General will be having persons in various counties representing
them. There is no over-all, one kind of approach by way of defense.
You'll have fifty different areas with fifty different kinds of
judgments and it makes the whole thing look very ridiculous. Now, |
what this amendment does is to repeal, repeal that section of the
law which requires ethics statements to be filed for local candidatcs.
The suggestion had been made that the repeal should be for all ‘can-
didates for this election. We canhot do that because the Constitu-~
tion mandates that persons rumning for State offices, inclﬁding
Representatives, Senators. and other State offiges, must, must, on a

mandatory basis, file it. . So, nothing we could do here could excuse
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their filing it. Hence, we go to the next category; which are...

So, that means that when we passed

Senator Palmer's bill, that was interpreted as being a reasonable

PRESIDING OFFICER (SENATOR WEAVER) :

Senator Fawell.

SENATOR FAWELL:

I...I @oqft think that stands. I...upon court tests, I don't
think any of those would have stood. I said that...that obviously

if we're not going to have...if we don't have a court test on

these .statutes. Bﬁt, again, let me quote, "The General Assembly

by law shall prescribe a reasonable time fbr filing the statements.",
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and this is the discretionary part. Then, it goes on to state,
"Failure to file a statement within the time prescribed shall,
must result in ineligibility for or forfeiture of office.". Now,
that's a constitutional, self—effectuafing clause, and I...I just
can't see how any law that we can pass, aside from admitting the
forfeiture and admitting the invalid nomination and then con-
structing a statute whereby replacement can be effected. I...T
don't think anybody has tried that route. I think that's the only
possible route that one can try.
SENATOR PARTEEL
Well, Senator, I think, first of all, in reading the Consti-
tution, you must dichotomize between State officers and local candi-
dates. Now, the argument you make, I think, is absolutely proper
for State officers. But, Ithink the intent of the Constitution as
to State officers and candidates is clear and operates directly ‘on
the impact of a c&nstitutional statement. The statute is really
only a ministerial implementation and those peﬂalties of ineligi-
bility and...and forfeiture attached directly to the individual
by virtue of the Constitution, and not by virtué of the statute and
that is the difference.
PRESIDING OFFICER (SENATOR WEAVER) :
Senator Graham; Senator Fawell.

SENATOR FAWELL: - -

’VI'll...I'll close at this point because I know two lawyers
can go on for quite some time, but, most respectfully, I would ask
that you read the entire section. It is true that there's a dicho-
tomy between your State officials and your local governmental offi-
cials but thé”éﬁly difference is that your State officials automatical-
ly would have tHis:..be applicable to them and the.General Assembly
is given the opéortunity if they sb choose to pass a statute to
make stétements of economic interests, applicable to local‘govern—
mental entities. That, of course, we did do. Having done it, I think

there is no question that the statement that is being referred to -
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is the statement of economic interest that pertains to both State
and local officials and with that, Mr. President, I shall close.

Mr. President, we can go on here all evening with the consti-
tutional lawyers. As a Senate sponsor of House Bill 2878 in the
House, I am willing to accept the amendmént,>as offered by Sena-
tor Rock, and I move its adoption.

PRESIDING OFFICER (SENATOR WEAVER) :

Senator Graham moves the adoption of Senator Rock's motion.
Senator Netsch. (Machine Cutoff)...move the previous question,
Senator?

SENATOR NETSCH:

Mr. President, I may agree with Senator Fawell's conclusiog,
but I would like to add a different interpretation of how you get
to that conclusion, because I think it's fairly important. What
we're talking about are two sentences...I think I have the Floor,
Senator Chew. What we are talking about are two sehtenc%s in Sec-
tion 2 of Article 13: "The General Assembly, by law, shall pre-
scribe a reasonable time for filing the statement. Failﬁre to
file a statement within the time prescribed shall result in an
ineligibility for,_or forfeiture of office.". Those two sentences
appiy throughout that entire section. If we are entitled to pro-
vide any relief at all, we are entitled to provide it for anyone.
There is no difference in that respect between State candidates and
local candidates. Both are governed by those £wo sentences. I,
personally, believe that we are entitled to provide some relief in

the form of an extended filing date. Aand, I believe that, because

I am-convinced that while the Constitution meant to provide a very

severe penalty for failure to comply at all, it was-never intended
merely as a trap for the unwary. And, the fact that there have

beeh so many failures to comply with this section indicates that we




1. still have not totally solved the problem of notice and of making

2. sure that everyone is aware of the obligation to file. But, that

3. section and what we are doing by the way of the bills that we

4. passed last year and those that we have, or‘the one we have before

S. us right now, entitles us only to grant an extension of time. It

6. does not entitle us to do away with the requirement for filing all

7. together. And, it seems to me, that it is equally applicable to

8. State candidates, as well as to local candidates. I think it is

9. defensible to provide this extra time. Clearly, we have a very

10. severe crisis on our hands if we do not do that. I do not think

an acre. Now, gentlemen, we've got to come up with some kind

of a program if we're going to be fair. Now, if you give away
the state hospital grounds at...down at Alton, then I'll come
in, and I hope everybody will support me next Fall when I...next
January when I ask that these grounds be given to the city of
Peoria or Bartonville. This is only fair, and they ought to all
be treated in the same manner. And, we've reached that point now
where somebody gets an idea that they want to give something
away or they want to sell it, that's the way it's doné. I've
got nothing against these two Senators. It's in their district.
I don't blame them for asking for it. I don‘t blame them for
taking -everything tﬁey can get, but I'd like to come back here
next year, then, and have you give my citiés the Peoria State

Hospital grounds as park. That would be only fair.
